ULSTER DEFENSE LEAGUES. 


the Convention In Bslia.t 


Yesterday. 


BELFAST, Oct. 25.— In 
accordance 


with the call of the watch committee 
of the Ulster Defense leagues, issued 
in August last, a convention of the 
leagues met yesterday morning. There 
were 600 delegates. The first business 
transacted was the election of a presi- 
dent 
The Duke of Abercorn was 


chosen to this position. The proceed- 
ings of the convention were private. 
It can be said, however, that the order 
of the proceedings after the election 
of officers was as follows: Adoption of 
standing orders and by-laws; election 
of council; resolutions as to the guar- 
antee fund; resolutions against home 
rule; resolutions of thanks to the house 
of lords for their rejection oi the home- 
rule bill. 


Simultaneously with the above con- 


ference, a conference of unionist 
women was held. Mrs. T. W. Russell 
presided. The proceedings of this con- 
ference were also private. 


The convention passed a resolution 


declaring the determination of Ulster 
men to adhere to their British citizen- 
ship under the sole guide of republican 
parliament, and repudiate as degrad- 
ing the position assigned to Ulster by 
the home rule bill. The resolution 
also appealed to Irishmen to unite in 
the defense of their country against 
those wishing to spare it from Great 
Britain. 


Col. Sauuderson, M. P. for North 


Armagh, said that Ulster would wil- 
lingly obey the laws passed by the 
imperial parliament until that parlia- 
ment should choose to cut Ulster loose 
from Great Britain. 
Then the loyal- 


ists would feel no longer bound to 
obey. The grand master of the Or- 
angemen said that no emnity existed 
between the Ulster loyalists and their 
fellow-countrymen, excepting those 
who 
followed ' their 
priests so 


blindly. The most atrocious desperado 
on the face of the earth, he remarked 
incidentally, was an Irish-American,
